Were 
it not better to die, by making one noble 
Effort than meet with a ignominious death, 
after having ſerved as a ſport to theſe, bar- 
barians? is entirely in our Power (juſt 
Deities). to free ourſelves from - theſe nu- 
merous evils, it is entirely in our power to 
tryumph. We are endued with courage 
and 2 and our enemies has neither.

Their bodies ſtoop with the wheight of years, 
and their minds are enervated with riches. We 


need only but attempt. Things will afterwards 
go on of themſel ves, & we ſhall compleet them 
without the leaſt difficulty. Is there a man 
in the world (if he be really a man) can bear 


to let them poſſeſs more Treafures than 
would enable them to cover the ſea with 


their edeſices, and to change the mauntens 


into palaces, at a time we ſtand in need of 
the neceffaries of life? Thefe ſhall build two 


Houſes at one and the ſame; whilſt unhappy: : 


we have not a hole to ſhelter ourſelves in. 
_ They purchaſe the moſt coſtly productions 
of the preateit painters and ſcalpters. After 
having raiſed ediſices they are pulled down

have poverty within doors and crediters 
without. Ihe preſent time exhibits the 
moſt gloomy aſpect, and futurity threaten 
us with {ti greater evik, and we have 


nothing left but life opprefled with a variety 
of calamities. Awake, therefore, here is the 


liberty which you have ſo long panted after; 
hear, riches, Dignities, and glory ſtretches forth 


his arms to you. Fortune reſerve! all theſe | 
things to reward the Victorious.

Ir all the ſtrength of Gities lays in the 
height of its ramparts or the depth of 
its diches, we ſhould have great reaſon to 
fear for that which we have now built.

And of what Youſe | 
is remparts in inteſtine diviſions? They mi ght 
ſerve tor a defenſe againſt ſudden i ee 
from abroad; but it is by currage and pru- 
dence chiefly, that the invaſions of foreign 
enne mies are repelled, and by younanimity, 
ſobriety,. and Juſtice-that domeſtic ſeditions

force from without or tumults from whithio. 
An exact melitary diſciplin, and a ſtady ob- 
ſervance of civil policy, are the ſureſt barreers 
againſt theſe eveis But there is ſti] another 
point of great importance to be confidered ; 
the proſperity of ſome riſing colonies and 
the ſpeady ruin of others, has in great mea- 
ſure been owing to their form of govern- 
ment. Was there but one manner of rulin 
ſtates and cities that would make them happy, 
the choice might not be difficult : but I have 
learnt that, of the various forms of govern- 
ment among the greecs and Barbarians, there 
is three who are hily extolled by thoſe who 
have experianced them; and yet, that no 
one of theſe are in all reſpects perfect, but 
each of them have ſome innate and incurable 
defect. Chuſe you then in what manner this 
_ rity ſhall be govar ned: will it be by one man? 
Will it be by a ſelect number of the wiſeſt 
among us? Or will the legiſlatir pouer be 
into the people? As for me, I ſhall ſubmet 
to whatever form of admeneſtraſhon you 
Hall pleeſe to eſtabliſh. As I think myſelf 
not unworthie to command, ſo neither am I 
unwilling to obay. Your having chozen me 
for to be the leeder of this colony, and your 
cawling the city after my Name is honours 
ſuffiſhent to content me, honnours, of which, 
dead, or living, I can never be deprived.
